Wu's retirement from Washing- 
ton removes a picturesque figure from 
the diplomatic life of the capital. 
Probably no foreigner is better known 
in the United States than he, for he 
is a, popular talker and his pungent 
wit and bright sallies have been heard 
and read with interest at many places. 
During his second term in Washing- 
ton, which dates from March, 1908, the 
minister hs attracted considerable at- 
tention: by his advocacy of vegetarian- 
ism, which he exploited both publicly 
and privately. Dr. Wu believes an 
adherence to a vegetable diet would 
prolong life, and during his present 
ministry he said he intended to live 

to be a hundred years old. 

A Peenliar Coincidence. 

During the Boxer troubles in China 
in the summer of 1900, Minister Wu, 
in conjunction with Yuan, Shal!-Kal, 
then taotai, of Shanghai, was success- 
ful in getting through a message to 
the American minister, Mr. Conger. 
who, with his colleagues, were in the 
legation compound in Pekin. and whose 
faate Was a matter of great concern to 
the state department. An answer from 
Mr. Conger demonstrated that he had 
received the message sent by the state 
department, and that all was well with 
the legation officials. It is pointed out 
as a peculiar eoincidence that Minister 
Wu should be recalled at this time.

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Most Drastic Prohi Bill 


Ever. Introduced. . 


Will Be Put on Its Passage in 
the Alabama House Today. 
Declares the Possession of 
Liquors, Except in Res- 
dences, Is Unlawful. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 12.—It is 
expected that the bill drawn by Repre- 
sentative Fuller, of Bibb, and designed 
to cover all loopholes for evasion of 
the prohibition acts of Alabama, will 
be put on its passage tomorrow in the 
house. The measure, declared to be 
the most radical prohibition bill ever 
drawn, is on the calendar and is sub- 
ject to the call of its author. 

Declaring that the possession of 
liquors except in residences, is against 
the law, the bill provides that such 
possession shall be prima facie evi- 
dence that the liquors are kept for 
sale; it prohibits newspapers from 
advertising intoxicants, keeps them 
off billboards and excludes dodgers or 
other printed matter advertising 
liquors from the state. The posses- 
sion of a federal license to sell in- 


toxicants is made prima facie evidence 


of violating.the law. When liquor is 
delivered to any public place the de- 
livery is an evidence of sale. 

Officers are given the right to break 
open any place, and raid it, which vio- 
laters of the law are thought to main. 
tain or occupy. 

Liable for Drunks. 

If a drunk man injures another in 
any way the man who sold the liquor 
which made the drunkenness is Hable 
for damages to the man damaged. 

Witnesses in liquor cases are com- 
pelled to testify, or be guilty of con- 
tempt; servants may not be excused 
from testifying against employer; in- 
Stead of a semi-annual report of KOv- 
ernment. licenses, sheriffs must obtain 
and publish a monthly report and pub- 
lish them in placards and large black 
letters with the name and location 
of the business; prohibited liquors are 
not to be treated as personal property 
and thus exempted seizure, but are 
adjudged contraband and may be de- 
Stroyed; search is to be made by war- 
rants to suspected premises. 

No charter wil] be Siven to any firm 
Or corporation unless the concern 
making that application first files an 
agreement that it will not violate the 
prohibition law in any way, and if the 
agreement is broken by a violation of 
the law, the charter is to be forfeited. 

Under the Fuller bill solicitors may 
begin prosecutions, and grand juries 
must indict. 


Prohibits Soliciting Trad. 

The bill prohibits soliciting trade 
for business concerns outside the state 
of Alabama; it prohibits shipping from 
one place to another inside the state; 
it provides that all houses and places 
where liquor is held or stored, or from 
which any prohibition violation ig ac- 
complished, may be declared a public 
nuisance and be eliminated by injunc- 
tion from chancery court: liquors shall 
not be received for storage nor no 
person shall act as a friend in pro- 
curing a sale; C. O. D. shipments are 
prohibited. 

Buildings must not be leased to any- 
one for the sale of intoxicants, and in 
case such traffic is conducted the lease 
on the building is forfeited. 

Cannot Use Word “Saloon.” 

Finally, all persons are prohibited 
from using signs bearing the word 
Saloon.“ 

Any violation of the numerous pro- 
visions of the bill shall be adjudged 
a misdemeanor and punishable by fines 
ranging from $50 to $200, and by six 
months’ hard labor. 

The bill will be passed. No amend- 
ments will be allowed unless they seek 
to make the law more stringent.

Mr. Birney repeatedly endeavored 
to make the witness say that the bul- 
let might have inflicted the scaip 
wound and then “tipped up” and 
finished its course through the skull. 
Dr. Schaeffer said that it would be 
most unlikely, though not impossible. 
Mr. Birney then directed his efforts to 
the discredibility of the witness as an 
expert on wounds from bullets. 

The judge advocate, Major Leonard, 
asked if the course of a bullet in 
wound could we at an agile to the line 
of fire. 

It would depend, the witness said, 
upon the location of the wound and 
whether any bone or other hard sub- 
stance were encountered. If the bul- 
let struck the scalp at an agile of 45 
degrees it would be most unlikely to 
then turn and enter the skull, but that 
this might be possible.

“Insofar as the making up of either 
the house or senate bill in committee 
was concerned, neither the house nor 
genate democrats had anything to do 
with it. We were excluded as re- 
Ugiously from the making of the bill 
as a Gentile is from the Mormon tem- 
ple in Salt Lake City. 

“This has been the custom, however, 
ot both parties in making tariff bills, 
and the only service rendered by the 
minority party in the construction of 
a tariff bill is to talk and vote, and 
the privilege of approaching the re- 
publican members and discussing mat- 
ters privately. Of course, this is a 
poor privilege, but the best we could 
get. Take the bill in its entirety, and 
in my opinion it is very little, if any, 
better than the Dingley bill. 

“Inasmuch as I have just named a 
few articles of common consumption 
on which the duties have been lowered, 
it is fair to say that the most repre- 
hensible of the paragraphs in the bill, 
s6 far as the people of the south are 
concerned. are the woolen, cotton and 
bagging and tie paragraphs. Woolen 
duties. were constructed entirely in 
the interest of the wool growers and 
the woolen manufacturers. The cotton 
duties were constructed solely in the 
interest of the cotton manufacturers 
and against the cotton grower. Of 
course, the bagging and tie paragraph 
taxes every man who grows cotton. 
The greatest objection to this tax Is 
its discrimination against the southern 
farmers. Inasmuch as the western 
farmer is given free binding twine we 
ga to have free wrapping for cot- 
on. 

“As Senator Bailey, of the confer- 
ence committee, said in one of its meet- 
ings, ‘justice and fair play demand that 
you either put binding twine on the 
dutiable list or cotton bagging on the 
free list.’ 

“I am delighted that the session is 
over, and I shall be very glad to get 
back to my home in southwestern 
Georgia.

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Ansley Gives Notice of 
Intention to File Complaint 


Commission Asked to Compel 
Company to Give Informa- 
don Attorney Albert Howell 
and President Arkwright 
Have Sharp Spat. : 


Through Attorney Albert Howell, Jr., 
of Dorsey, Brewster, Howell & Heyman, 
Edwin P. Ansley, well-known real es- 
tate man and promoter of Ansley Park, 
yesterday filed with the state railroad 
commission notice of his intention to 
file a formal complaint on September 7, 
asking the commission to require the 
Georgia Railway and Electrie Company 
to furnish street car service in Ans- 
ley Park and to extend its electric light 
wires into that service and to compel 
the Atlanta Gas Light Company, a sub- 
sidiary company, to likewise extend its 
gas mains. The petition also requests 
the commission to require these com- 
panies to file with its secretary certain 
information for which Attorney Howell 
has asked and which has been refused. 

The filing of this notice and petition 
followed a sharp spat between Attor- 
ney Howell and President P. S. Ark- 
wright, of the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company, before the commis- 
sion, while officers of the company 
were replying to complaints of ineffi- 
cient service which were made by wit- 
nesses before the commission on Au- 
gust 4. President Arkwright, General 
Manager W. H. Glenn and Attorney L. 
Z. Rosser appeared before the commis- 
sion and gave figures to show the com- 
pany's side of the case. 

Requests fer Information. 

In his notice of intention to file com- 
plaint, Mr. Ansley asks to have the 
companies forced to file the following 
information: 


“The annual financial statement of 
the Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany, showing in detail the financial 
condition, assets and liabilities, gross 
and net earnings, fixed charges, and 
all other expenses during each of the 
fiscal years since the organization of 
said company to the present date.

Consolidate:

President Massee States That 
Work of Construction on the 
Interurban Lines will Start 
in Short Time. 


Brown House. Macon, Ga., August 12. 
— (Special.) — Word is out here that the 
bill allowing the consolidation of 
street railway and interurban interests 
means the construction of the lines 
between Atlanta and Macon and those 
from Macon to Albany. When the bill 
of Setiator Boyd became a law late 
last night, it provided a means of go- 


ing ahead with plans for consolidation 
of the Macon Railway and Light Com- 
pany, the Interurban companies and 
the Central Georgia Power Company. 
This thing has been desired since first 
an investigation made New York law- 
yers believe there was a defect in the 
Georgia laws which would not permit 
the consolidation. 

President W. J. Massee,. of the Power 
Company. the local street railways and 
also the interurban lines, has his word 
out that the construction of the inter- 
urban lines will begin within a very 
short time. Those who have interests 
both here and in New York, now have 
an idea that one gigantic corporation, 
with a capital of $10,000,000, will be the 
result of the combine, and all inter- 
ests will be joined. 

President Massee has stated that the 
bonds for such an enterprise are al- 
ready where they can be placed as soon 
as the business details are worked out. 
The property of the Power Company 
and the loéal railways will thus be ab- 
sorbed in the one concern. 

Local interest in the enterprise is at 
high tension and much hope is ex- 
pressed that the undertaking will prove 
a success.

and President Arkwright arose over 
the-accuracy of the car schedules and 
other data furnished the commission. 
Mr. Howell said he wanted the sched- 
ules on which the cars were actually 
operated, copies of the ones furnished 
to the conductors.

Mr. Arkwright, with some asperity, 
insisted that the statistics and records 
were absolutely correct, but said it 
would be a difficult matter to convince 
Mr. Howell because the latter did not 
want to be convinced. 

“The Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company has always secured the 
brainiest, most diplomatic, most tact- 
ful and efficient men that money could 
buy to put in charge of its various de- 
partments,” said Mr. Howell, waving 
his hand directly at President Ark- 
Wright. but he added that theses men 
used their great ability and the force 
of their influence to earn dividends for 
the company rather than to meet the 
just demands made by the people on 
such a public service corporation. 

He said the company was so strong- 
ly intrenched in Atlanta that citizens, 
newspapers and even judges on the 
bench hesitated to criticise it without 
adding an apology for so doing. 

Furthermore he said that in view of 
the tremendous personal popularity of 
the officers of the company, it was al- 
most a physical impossibility to get 
any witnesses to appear before the 
commission and tell of the company’s 
shortcomings.

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In his rejoinder Mr. Howell told of 
sending a messenger to officials of the 
railway company, including President 
Arkwright, to secure certain informa- 
tion needed in the preparation of the 
case he is to file for Mr. Ansley, and 
of the request being flatly refused. 

When he admitted with some vigor 
having refused to deliver’ the 
pany’s schedules to the messenger of 
Mr. Howell’s clients, Mr. Arkwright 
was asked by the latter:

The consummation of this needed reform will be assured if the people 
express themselves in no uncertain terms to their respective legislators. 

There is no valid objection to the resolution. In itself, it does not 
settle the issue for or against biennial sessions. It merely submits the 
question, in the form of a constitutional amendment, to the people to be 
yoted upon in a general election. g 

As amended in the senate, the resolution provides that the legislature 
shall meet in biennial sessions of sixty days each, ten days more than the 
original provision. | 

Sixty days once in two years is ample time for the law-making body 
of this state to debate and transact really important business. Any tur- 
ther leeway is simply an invitation to endless and unprofitable wrangling, 
petty partisan juggling and freak and dangerous legislation. 

The annual session plan costs the people of Georgia in the neighbor- 
hood ‘of $100,000, all things considered. A movement to cut this sum 
almost in half is not only a step toward needed economy, but as well 
a protection to the business of the state against futile and costly polit- 
ical agitation. 

Georgia is one of five states still clinging to the antiquated annual ses- 
sions. If the people in the various counties communicate their desires to 
their representatives in language sufficiently emphatic there will be no 
difficulty in getting a popular vote on the issue in the general election 
of October, 1910.

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NOW RAISE SHEEP! 


For years the farmers of Georgia have raised the perennial cry that 
the sheep-killing dog stood forever as a barrier against the development 
of the sheep industry in this state. 

The legislature just adjourned has taken a decisive step toward put- 
ting a stop to this obstacle. A tax of $1 now goes on dogs of doth sexes 
in Georgia, regardless of ownership, race, color or previous condition of 
servitude. : 

The measure is, in a way, incomplete, since passages of the law con- 
flict with each other. At the same time, it marks radical advance over 
no protection at all, and it is tolerably certain that if the people of any 
specified county make up their minds to enforce the siatute they will find 
latitude sufficient to that end. 

With the menace of the mongrel and the cur removed, or greatly 
minimized, there is no reason why the raising of sheep in Georgia should 
not gradually attain important proportions. 

Many counties in north, middle and south Georgia are admirably adapted 
to range purposes. The climate is uniformly mild, and soil characteristics 
of a nature to either permit grazing the year round, on the inexpensive pro- 
duction of enough forage crops to tide over the indoor reason. 

Georgia will never be a great wool-producing state, in the sense of 
rivaling other more extensive commonwealths. But the industry cau he 
made an extremely profitable and steady one, not forgetting its important 
corollary as a food product.

A RECORD IN APPROPRIATIONS. 


For the first time, perhaps, in a quarter of a century, a general appro- 
priations bill has been enacted by the general assembly the same in every 
essential detail as it came from the house committee on appropriations, and 
without disagreement between the two houses upon a sigle item. 

It cannot be gainsaid that this is a tribute, and a worthy one, to the 
ability, diligence, care and effort of the chairman of the committee whose 
report has been finally accepted as the law of the state by 228 represen- 
tatives and senators—Hon. W. R. Jones, of Meriwether. 

Backed by splendid working committee, its members, nevertheless, 
relied upon their chairman for information regarding the state’s finances 
And having studied them in their 
minute details, he knew and was prepared to answer. 

It was this knowledge of conditions possessed by Chairman Jones which 
went far toward shaping the general appropriations bill for 1910-11; and it 
is evidently a magnificeng bill, for it has stood the test of house, senate com- 
mittee and senate, going finally into the statutes just as Chairman Jones’ 
committee wrote it. 

It is a bill, too, which holds the state’s annual expenditures well within 
bounds—a triumph of legislation which will bring to Chairman Jones nd 
his associates well-merited and state-wide commendation.

Considering the freedom with which 
local bills are enacted, this is not an 
astonishing amount of legislation by 
any means; some legislatures have 
gone over the 400 mark. Wherefore 
it would seem an average of less than 
one and one-half bills or resolutions 
to each member is extremely con- 
servative, 


3 Taxes and Appropfiations. 

The most important measures to the 
State were, of course, the bills provid- 
ing for raising the revenue and appro- 
priating money for the support of the 
State's institutions. 

The tax bill passed at this session, it 
is said, will raise more revenue than 
any like measure passed in the history 
of the state. There is no telling as yet 
how much it will bring into the treas- 
ury. Friends of the. Alexander near 
beer prohibition section of the tax 
bill, which was lost, admitted that if it 
had been carried it would have reduced 
the state’s revenue from that source 
something like 95 per cent. Represen- 
tative Anderson of Chatham, who led 
the fight in the house against the 
Alexander section, says that the Price 
substitute as finally adopted, although 
it vastly reduces the area in which 
near beer may be sold, will greatly 
increase the gtate’s revenue, and he 
predicts it will bring in something like 
$350,000 a year, as the result of the 
increased tax, which is made $!,000 on 
manufacturers and wholesalers 
$300 on retailers. 

Other features of the general tax 
bill which will bring in added revenue 
are the tax on soda fountain sirups, 
which is one-fourth of one per cent on 
gross receipts; the dog tax of $! on 
each dog, and various other specific 
taxes whieh have either been increased 
or introduced into the bill for the first 
time. 

The general appropriations bill pass- 
ed almost identically as it was pre- 
pared by the house committee on ap- 
propriations, carried a total of $4,968,- 
860, which, by special appropriations, 
will go to considerabiy more than 
$5,000,000. 

Special Appropriations. 

About the only extensive increase 
made in general appropriations was an 
addition of $250,000 for common schools 
in 1911, making the appropriation for 
that year $2,600,000. 

But special appropriations were few 
and far between as compared with 
those enacted by recent legislatures.

Under a joint resolution the presid- 
ing officers and clerical forces are au- 
thorized to remain at the capitol for 
five days after adjournment and wind 
up the business of the session. 

One of the first measures to reach 
the governor will be that providing 
for the purchase by the state of 87 
acres of land near Chattanooga, Tenn., 
for the price of $69,000, to provide ad- 
ditional terminal facilities for the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. The 
options on this land expire on August 
23. It rests with the governor whether 
they shall be taken up. 

It was contended by members of the 
committee on the Western and Atlantic 
railroad that never again will the 
state have such an oportunity to se- 
cure needed property at so low a fig- 
ure. : 

Among legislators who remained 
over yesterday there was some specu- 
lation as to the effect of the bill levy- 
ing a tax of $5 on automobiles, to be 
expended in the county in which col- 
lected for road work. There was an 
element of doubt as to the constitu- 
tionality of such a measure. Some held 
that it was tantamount to saying that 
the state collected a tax to be spent in 
those counties which had automobiles. 
The supporters of the measure held 
that the state could do that very thing 
if it saw fit. The money is to be col- 
lected as other taxes are collected and 
held in a special fund for road work. 
In this respect it is like the near beer 
fund collected on manufacturers and 
dealers in near beer and held for the 
use of the penitentiary department. 
Though a part of the state’s funds it 
formerly was not available for gen- 
eral uses. 

Tax Commission. 

The committee appointed by Speaker 
Holder as members of the committee 
on tax valuations was composed of 
Messrs. Reid of Campbell, Hardman 
6f Jackson, Alexander of DeKalb, Ellis 
of Bibb, and Lovejoy of Troup. Thé 
senate members of the committee are 
Senators Matthews and Akin. This 
committee is authorized to sit during 
the session and draft a bill intended to 
perfect the tax laws of the state and 
correct the admitted inequalities. 

The Dog Law. _ 

In the confusion attending the wind 
up of the session, little was made of 
the house victory on the dog law tax. 
The popular branch prided themselves 
on this victory and would have showed 
their delight more unmistakably had 
time permitted. 

The poor man’s friend escapes with 
a tax of $1 per dog. If any citizen of 
the state has a dog that 1s not worth 
to him that much per year, he and his 
dog will have to part company. The 
law says the tax on dogs is to be col- 
lected ag other taxes and provides 
for levy and sale. If the sale does 
not bring the amount of the tax and 
costs of collection, the dog is to be 
killed. This tax 1s not to interfere 
with any municipal tax on dogs. 

The senate amendment to this para- 
graph in the general tax bill, making 
the tax on female dogs twice that on 
male dogs, was not insisted upon by 
the upper house and was dropped.

Stanford White and his associates. He 
characterizes Evelyn Thaw's tale of 


the Madison Square Tower room, and 


similar stories about White, told at 
the sanity hearing. as “wild and gross- 


ly improbable, evidentiy to any “normal 


mild grossly exaggerated.” 

Ne asserts his belief in the testimony 
Susan Merrill regarding Thaw's al- 
leged pervert practices, and points out 
the contrast between Thaw’s chivalrous 
attitude as a protector of young Amer- 
fean womanhood and his private life. 


Justice Mills expressed deep sympa- 


thy fer Mrs. aMry Copley Thaw, the 
rs mother, and her exposition 


of the “horrors of Matteawan,” on the 
stand, evidently prompted his recom- 


mendation that Thaw be allowed 
greater privileges at the asylum. . At 
the same time he gently chided Mrs. 
Thaw for her censure of District At- 
torney Jerome, of whom he said: 

“I find no evidence of any heartless- 
ness or undue sea} on his part.“ 

Not the least significant sentence in 
Justice Mills’ decision in the opinion of 
lawyers here, is one which declares 
that Thaw's ‘delusions had become 
xed and established prior to the time 
of his marriage. It is pointed out that 
this sentence may, if desired, prove 
grounds for proceedings by Mrs. Ev- 
elyn Thaw for the annulment of her 
marriage. 

Thaw was visited late today by his 


attorney, Charles Morschauser, and by: 


his mother and sister Alice, the former 
Countess of Yarmouth. 
Mre. Thaw Attacke Jerome. 
Late tonight Mrs. Thaw, after talk-

In concluding that Thaw is now in- 
sane the court gives first importance 
to his family and childhood history. 
His determination that the prisoner 
has not yet recovered is based prin- 
eipaliy on the opinion of Dr. Amos 
Baker, assistant superintendent of the 
Matteawan asylum. 

“All such authorities,” says Justice 
Milis, “are public officers, with no con- 
ceivable motives except to do their

The court says that it was more con- 
vinced by the testimony of the alien- 
ists ¢alled for the state than by that 
of the prisoner’s experts.

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Harry K. Thaw's fight for liberty 
has not only made vast inroads on the 
Thaw fortune, but also has cost the 
state of New York heavily. The ex- 
act cost of the prosecution probably 
never will be known, but it will reach 
the hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
Friends of the Thaws are open in their 
belief that had the defendant not pos- 
sessed great wealth his defense at least 
would have been easier. Mrs. Mary 
Copley Thaw gave some insight to the 
tremendous amounts of money expend- 
ed in the trials when she testified 
in the sanity inquiry at White Plains. 
She said that Delphin M. Delmas, who 
was Thaw's chief counsel at pee first 
trial, had received $25,000 as a/retainer 
and that after the trial, while the case 
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had come to her and said that if Del- 
mas did not receive an additional $25,- 
000 he would quit the case. She said 
she paid the extra $25,000. Mr. Del- 
mas has denied that he ever offered to 
take the case for $256,000. Hartridge 
is now suing for a large fee.

“It is well, doubtless, that care 
should be exercised by the authorities 
that Thaw be not favored, because of

It 
may well be that this court, in the 
exercise of its plenary chancery pow- 
ers, has the authority by order to make 
specific directions ag to the treatment 
of any inmate in such an institution. 
Better Treatment Ordered. 
“However that may be, I venture to 
suggest to the authorities here that, 
when he is returned to their custody, 


permitted to enjoy in his first three 
months’ stay there, be restored to him, 
if such procedure be not found to be 
clearly incompatible with due discip- 
line: and, further, that his venerable 
and most estimable mother be at all 
times treated with the utmost possible 
consideration. Her sorrowful condition 
commands the profound sympathy of 
every normal mind. 

“Having, out of consideration for 
the mother’s feelings,“ continued Jus- 
tice Mills, “permitted her as a witness, 
to make at will her plea for her son, 
and in so doing to give certain incom- 
petent testimony which embraced crit- 
icisms of Mr. Jerome, I deem it my duty 
to say these criticisms seem to me to 
be mistaken and unwarranted, although 
doubtless sincere. In the very complete 
record before me, I find no evidence of 
any heartlessness or undue zeal upon 
his part. If he made the remark. re- 
membered by Mrs. Thaw, to the effect 
that he hoped her son would never be 
released from Matteawan, I am confi- 
dent that it was made ag the expres- 
sion, not of a hope, but of a conviction, 
that he would not recover.” 

Judge’s Conclusions. 

After discussing the avidence Justice 
Mills draws the following conclusions: 

First conclusion—The insanity with 
which Harry K. Thaw was afflicted on 
June 25, 1906, at the time be com- 
mitted the homicide, was of the kind 
known as chronic, delusive insanity or 
paranoia. This conclusion rests upon 
the following facts, which appear to be 
clearly proven: 

There was, in his ancestral stock, a 
substantial but not very strong trace 
of insanity. By not very strong ig 
meant the fact that no one of his 
direct ancestors wag eVer insane. Upon 
the maternal side two uncles were of 
unsound mind, except at least for a por- 
tion of his life; and on his father’s side 
an aunt was at least an epileptic and 
more remote 
relatives were u y insane, 
though .as to them the evidence is not 
lear, but there had been insanity in 
one of their ancestral lines not com- 
mon to the prisoner’s own descent.

Continuing his history of Thaw's 
life, Justice Mills says: 
“About 1901 he became enamoured 


of a young woman, Miss Nesbit, whom: 


he afterwards married. She was then, 
by common reputation well known to 
him the mistress or a mistress of 
Stanford White. She assumed that 
relation to Thaw and obviously, to ac- 
count to nae te her former position 
with White, t6id him various wild and 
grossly improbable stories of the in- 
ception of that relation. Although he 
(Thaw) evidently was himself far from 
a moral man, was engaged, or soon 
thereafter became engaged, in prac- 
tices of a perverted character as re- 
vealed by the testimony of the Mer- 
rill woman, which, with the corrobo- 
ration afforded by other evidence in 
the case, appears creditable, he gave 
absolute credence to the tales told 
him by Miss Nesbit about White. He 
obtained some information as to 
White’s conduct with a few other 
young women, either directly from 
them or through Miss Nesbit, all of 
which information was of the same 
wild and improbable character, evi- 
dently to any moral mind, grossly ex- 
aggerated. To all, however, he gave 
implicit belief. His mind became ab- 
solutely possessed with these stories. 
He not only believed them in their 
entirety, but he deduced from them 
conclusions as to the practices of 
White far beyond what such belief in 
a normal mind would warrant. From 
the charges separately made by these 
few admittedly immoral women, he 
concluded that White maintained sev- 
eral places in New York city where 
he accomplished, by force or by drugs, 
the ruin of respectable young Ameri- 
can girls, as it were, by the whole- 
sale. Such belief, to such extreme ex- 
tent, was plainly a delusion. 
Delusions as to White. 

“His delusions as to the practices of 
White were not shaken by the failure 
of the investigations made by the de- 
tectives and public authorities, and 
his delusive belief in his special mis- 
sion continued to possess his-mind, In 
that mental condition, at the roof gar- 
den, he came into the presence of 
White, doubtless unexpectedly, and 
publicly shot him to death in a spec- 
tacular and theatrical manner. In so 
doing he believed that he was acting 
as the agent of Providence and per- 
forming a praiseworthy act, like that 
of David in slaying Goliath, or St. 
George in killing the Dragon.” 

Regarding Thaw’s suspicions of a 
conspiracy against him by his early 
counsel, the court says: 

“Such belief that is as to the pur- 
pose was utterly without the least 
foundation and a clear délusion.” 

“All this,” continued Justice Mills, 
“according to the weight of expert 
testimony, is plainly the history of a 
paranoiac. This court concludes, 
therefore, that Thaw’s insanity at the 
commission of the homicide was of the 
kind known as anola, and not at all 
of the brain storm’—sane half a min- 
ute before and sane half a minute 
after—variety, if any such variety 
really exists. | 


| “The verdict of the jury was plain- 


ly warranted by the evidence; not 
merely as an expression of reasonable 
doubt, but even as an affirmative find. 
ing of the fact of insanity.

Evidence of Alienists. 

“Fourth ground: The testimony of 
the alienists called for the defendant, 
as to the present condition, seems to 
me, upon the whole, more convincing 
than that of those called for the pris- 
oner. 

“Fifth ground: Upon my own per- 
sonal observation. of the conduct of 
Thaw, his actions and his speech in the 
courtroom, those on and off the wit- 
ness stand, I have been impressed that 
he is now of unsound mind. He was 
exceedingly nervous and very fre- 
quently interrupted his counsel with 
suggestions. Upon his examination it 
became evident, even by his own ad- 
mission, that he holds his former be- 
liefs as to the evil practices of White, 
just as extremely and just as strongly 
today as ever. If those beliefs con- 
stituted delusions in his mind when 
he committed the homicide they are the 
same now. While he has no more evi- 
dence against White than he had then, 
it is all of the same character and 
neither alone nor with what he pre- 
viously had, warrants his extreme con- 
vietlons. In the latter part of his 
examination, when he was striving 
mightily to defend his delustve be- 
liefs, his facial appearance seemed to 
me not to be that of a sane person. 

“Third conclusion: The enlargement 
of Harry K. Thaw now would be dan- 
serous to the public peace and safety 
and, therefore, cannot be permitted.”
